W A SH IN G T O N , Dec. 2.— President Wilson addressing congress this after­ 
noon, declared that he believed the present governmental agencies are suf­ 
ficient to handle the problems of reconstruction. 
The chief need at this 
time, he said, is the development of the nation’s railways, waterways, high­ 
ways and country roads. 
Regarding the railroads, he declared himself against returning to the 
old system of complete private control which he said brought “restraint with­ 
out development” and declared “ some new element of policy” is an absolute 
necessity. 
W hat the new policy is to be he left with congress, declaring, “I 
frankly turn to you for counsel.” 
A t these words the men on the Republican 
side of the chamber laughed. 
The President’s address revealed that the main points of his readjust­ 
ment program are: 
Woman suffrage. 
Immediate resumption and development of public works to provide re­ 
turning soldiers with employment. 
Ratification of the Columbian treaty to improve Pan-American relations. 
Immediate determination of the amount of taxes to be levied in the next 
two years and lifting as much of this burden from business as the govern­ 
ment’s demands make possible. 
Priority distribution of American raw materials to the war stricken 
nations. 
Completion of the navy building program. 
Immediate congressional study of the railway question to facilitate quick

About Fjfty Cases of Flu, 
About 150 Stay Out 
Because of Fear 


Santa Ana High School will contin­ 
ue in session until the health authori­ 
ties say that it is advisable to close it. 
So far, tile only word received from 
the health authorities favors continu­ 
ing with high school w'ork. 
The high school attendance today 
was in about the same shape as it was 
Friday, about 200 pupils, which is 
twenty-five per cent of the total en­ 
rollm ent, being absent. 
This morning careful checking of 
I absentees revealed the fact that of the 
200 absent about fifty are ill with the 
influenza and the other 150 are stay­ 
ing out of school because parents fear 
that their children will catch the flu 
at school. 
About half of 
the 
fifty 
students who are ill live in Santa Atm 
and the other half live outside of the 
city. A good many of the pupils have 
not been quarantined. 
Some have not 
called physicians. The cases are neat 
ly all light. 
"School is to continue.” said D. K 
Hammond, principal, today, ‘‘until we 
are told by the health authorities that 
there is real danger in continuing. In 
other words, whether we keep school 
or close school is for the health author­ 
ities to decide. 
AV’e have endeavored 
to make as complete an investigation 
as possible. We were assured by Dep­ 
uty Health Officer Chandler and by Dr. 
Barnes, a member of the health board, 
today that there was no danger in 
keeping oi>en. 
I assure 
the 
public 
that we are not withholding any tacts 
from them. 
We want the public to 
know just what Hie situation is. and to 
re assure the parents that the situation 
is being watched, 
lf the health au­ 
thorities 
thought 
that 
Hie 
school 
should be closed, certainly we would 
imediately co-operate in closing. 
But 
the health authorities that we have so 
far been able to reach have advised us 
that there is no danger. Classes at the 
high school are hampered considerably 
by tile absence of pupils, and it is 
hoped that normal conditions will be 
established as quickly as possible by 
the return of pupils who are not actual­ 
ly sick.”

Attendance in the grades 
of 
the 
Santa Ana schools is noranil, and if 
there is influenza among the pupils of 
tile lower grades it is not apparent. 
“During the week of November 24- 
30, thirty-two cases were reported,’ 
said C*ty Health Officer Clark this 
afternoon, “and of that number six­ 
teen were students of the high school, 
which is the least number of cases re­ 
ported since 
the 
epidemic 
started. 
The health department is not justified 
in closing schools upon these reports. 
The greater per cent of the absentees 
that are sick at home have only an or­ 
dinary cold. Because of the facts I do 
not believe I would he justified in rec­ 
ommending that Hie schools

A FAMINE IN EDUCATION 


The most “essential” of all our in- 1 
dustries is in a very serious plight, i 
lf the education of A m erican children 
is not the most im portant business the j 
nation has in war time, it certainly is 
in time of peace. 
Yet we find this sit­ 
uation: 


There are 12,000 schools closed for 
lack of funds and teachers. 


There are 50,000 teac h ers’ places 
vacant. 
T h at 
means, 
presumably, 
more than 
1,000,000 children going 
without instruction, or getting along 
with such casual and fragm entary in­ 
struction as can be provided by em­ 
ergency teachers. 


There are 120,000 persons teaching 
who have never taught a class before. 
Many of them, no doubt, are excellent 
teachers, despite their lack of experi­ 
ence; but large num bers of them are 
inevitably ill prepared and incouipe - 
ent. 


The United States B ureau of Educa­ 
tion, which makes public these figure:-, 
lays the trouble to unw ise taxation 
laws and the niggardliness of tax-pa:- 
ers. 
Mainly because of the low salar­ 
ies paid to teachers, thousands of the 
most capable men and women have 
been driven out of the 
profession. 
They have gone into w ork that pays 
them w hat they are w orth and enables 
them to work and live in a comfoi - 
able, dignified and self-respecting way. 
It m a y be said, with m uch justice, 
th at the competition of the war indu - 
tries was too sudden and unexpectc I 
for the school authorities and the pu’>- 
lic to cope with. 
It does not se :u 
likely, though, th at peace will brl g 
much change in salary stands: 
«

living expenses for some tim e to cor >>. 
It must be recognized that mot • .tx - 
ey must be raised tor th e school , i 
i 
skilled teachers m ust be paid at Ie; 
o 
as much as their abilities can cor.- 
mand in other lines of w’ork. 


A good teacher is priceless. 
Bu 
t 
good teacher m ust live, and will be a I 
the more effective for p roper appro*; - 
lion and recom pense. 
W hen such ap­ 
preciation and recom pense are provid­ 
ed, there will be no more education; I 
plants closed for lack of a teaching 
staff. 


W hen 
th e 
United S tates congress 
declared 
w ar 
against Germany, we 
were strikingly unprepared 
for war. 
W e had to build our w ar establish­ 
m ent almost H orn the ground up. And 
on the whole, w e did pretty well, as 
all the world ag rees—foreigners, oddly 
enough, 
a g reein g to it 
ra th e r more 
than we ourselves. 
In a period sur­ 
prisingly sho rt, considering what had 
to be done, w e put ourselves on so 
sound and effective a w ar basis that 
we put G erm any out of the war busi­ 
ness. 
Now comes peace, and th ere rises a 
chorus of lam entation over our unpre­ 
paredness for it. 
To 
this 
Richard 
Spillane, e d ito r of Commerce and Fi­ 
nance. sensibly replies: 
"America is vastly better prepared 
for peace th a n it was for w ar.”

One of the features of the cam­ 
paign is this: 
The cash paid far out­ 
balances the pledges. 
Of the $103,- 
145.53 in the total, $71,498.96

$31,646.58 to

pledges. 
For the purposes of the campaign 
the county was divided 
by 
County 
Chairman S. H. Finley into fifty dis­ 
tricts, conforming to school districts. 
Every one of these fifty districts rais­

insanity for Pierce.

name he did not know from Anaheim. 
Pierce stopped to see a man Caldwell 
thought w as nam ed Huff. Pierce said 
he was a secret service man looking

of booze from Anaheim. 
On the way 
to Villa P ark, above Orange, Pierce 
had him stop and put out the lights 
and watch a passing machine. C ald­ 
well was stopped on Collins avenue 
half a mile north of the Frazier place 
and Pierce told him to come back at 
ll o’clock.
